Police, health and fire departments 
under the new St. Paul charter are in 
the hands of the commissioner of pub­ 
lic safety. 
Each department is ad­ 
ministered as to details by a techni­ 
cal head. 
There is a chief of police 
for the police department, a fire chief 
for the fire department, a health com­ 
missioner for the health department. 
All are appointees of the commis­ 
sioner of public safaty and worn un­ 
der his general direction. 
These 
three 
departments 
were 
grouped together so that their work 
might be coordinated and the num­ 
ber of men needed for fire police and 
health services might be reduced to 
a minimum. 
Ordinarily a health department in 
a big city employs many Inspectors. 
Many police officers are on duty. 
I Here is a large lire corps. 
The 
tendency of present day government 
is to multiply departments and em­ 
ployes. 
Why should an inspector of 
the health department have to trail 
a police officer in order to report 
upon the condition of an alley, or an 
outhouse? 
St. Paul’s charter contemplates 
that police officers shall make all in­ 
spections not requiring technically 
trained officers. 
With health and po­ 
lice departments under the same gen­ 
eral management, the departments 
will come pretty near co-operating. 
In the same way a fire fighting 
force can be materially strengthen­ 
ed by police officers in handling im­ 
portant fires. 
Firemen with hose are 
often very effective in aiding police 
officers. 
With co-operation of this sort the 
budget for police, health and fire 
proteceion service, one of the most 
expensive to a city, may be kept at a 
minimum.
